ing a space for the liquid to flow out. 
which it would do when the stick was 
held in a horizontal position. Most men 
occasionally carry their sticks in this 
way. So. when thd victim took his sup- 
posed usual stick from the corner in 
which it had been placed upright, he 
might walk abont with it for a long 
period without encountering actnai 
harm, but once let him hold it horizon- 
tally or twirl it in the air there would 
be—well, you can imagine the result. 


Steeple Clock Dial*. 


Difficulty is experienced in accurate- 


ly reading the time of elevated clocks 
on account of the distance between the 
minute hand and the figures. Seen from 
below, the apparent reading may be a 
minute or two wrong when the hand is 
not at 13 or 6 on account of this dis- 
tance. The perspective throws the hand 
oat of position and gives it an apparent 
upward position. On the first quarter 
this makes the reading slow, on the 
last quarter fast. A proposed method of 
correcting this is to make the clock 
face concave so that the tip of the hand 
will almost graze the figures. Then the 
time cm be accurately read from below.

How Aftti-lllla and hlg Three Thousand 


Men Were Boated. 


The following is from tbo Freedom, 


published at Manila, a copy of which 
was recently received from Robert 
Heritage, a member of the Nevada 
Cavalry. As the Nevada Troop took 
part in the thrilling event, it will 
doubtless prove interestiutf to many of 
onr readers. 


OAVITE, Feb. 24. 


The burning of San Boque and the 


complete routing of the insurgent Gen- 
eral Aetrillia and his army of about 
3,000 on February 8th was a complete 
success, and much credit is due to the 
[owa Infantry, California Artillery and 
Nevada Cavalry for the quick and ef- 
ective manner in which the work was 
accomplished. 


General Astrfllia had been warned 


ihat he must raise a white flag over his 
leadqnarters and lay down hia arms 
by 9 o'clock on the morning of the 8th 
or our forces would bombard and take 
.he city. No one expected that be 
would surrender, and it was with some 
surprise that shortly before the ap- 
>ointed time one of tbo largest white 
lags yet brought into service was 
toisted over the insurgent block house. 
3ol. Lopez of the Iowa regiment, who 
s in command here, and his advisors, 
put but little confidence in the faith of 
lie insurgents however, and instead of 
ending only a few men over to treat 
with tbe insurgent leaders the forces 
were at once made ready for an nttaek. 


It was well that no faith was placed 
n the flag of truce for as soon as the 
reacherous insurgents saw that onr 
orces were not going to fall into their 
rap, they poured out of a bidden rifle 
pit where they had been stationed and 
began to apply the torch to every 
milding in their reach, hoping in this 
manner to delay the advance of the 
American forces long enough to allow 
,hem to retreat, which plan worked 
ery successfully as it was some time 
before it was safe to start in pursuit, 
and even then the second and third 
mtallions of the Wyoming boys with 
.heir beautiful three inch pieces could 
let no further than tbe causeway as 
>h$ir guns were too heavy to allow 
hem to make tbe speed neooasary to 
arry them through the mass of burn- 
ng and falling buildings upon every 
land. So to the lowans and Oaliforn 
ana alone was left tbe task of driving 
off the insurgents and preventing any 
urther spread of the confiagation. The 
lowans, consisting of companies E, O, 


M, G, I, B and K under command of 


da j ore Hume a ad More respectively, 
and Batteries A and D of the Califor- 
nia Artillery armed with Springflelds 
and several email Galliums gave chase. 
It was through a raging furnace that 
.bey charged and right well did they 
do their duty.' The eight companies of 
lowans deployed so RS to form a com- 
pete line across the entire town and 
.hen onward through the burning city 
they pressed, closely followed by the 
artillerymen under Major Rice. Up 
ne street they would go oaly to find 
t blocked with burning rains, then 
down another where, perhaps, they 
might get through, though often com- 
piled to retire to the coast and plunge 
nto the bay to their waiut in order to 
pass burning obstructions the fleeing 
aBurgents had erected to cover their 
hasty retreat. 


For about five milea through fire 


and water our forces pushed ouward, 
when they were baltad and a camp 
prepared, which camp is now our out- 
lost and has been thorougbfy en- 
.renched, and is now defended by tbe 
Fuird battalion of the lowas, part of 
batteries A and D of tbe California, 
Jittery A of the Wyoming Artillery 
nd Troop A of the Nevada Cavalry. 
fhe Second battalion of Iowa was 
ordered back to Cavite, which city 
bey now hold, tbe First battalion 
having been ordered to Manila to do 
duty on tbe ontpjsts there. 


There was no loss of life on our 
ide, though one of the lown boys was 
badly cut by a knife in tbe bands of a 
neaking native, whose life paid the 
penalty for the cowardly attempt he 
>ad made. It is not known what tbe 
nsurgant loss was, but as several are 
mown to have fallen before the deadly 
Springflelds while engaged in their 
lelliah work of spreading the fires, and 
many charred remains have been found 
n the ruins, while several bodies have 
since bsen discovered in the woods 
near the outpost, it is thought that 
their loss was considerable. 


This is the first opportunity that 


,he boys have had to show their skill, 
but from the way they did their duty 
during this dangerous day it is safe to 
say that if ever given a chance they 


ill prove themselves worthy tbe good 


name they bear.

course of two or three weeks. The 
ditch ie twelve feet in width on top 
and eight feet in depth, making an 
average of about six Feet in width. It 
commences at the old dam and runs 
up the stream a mile, striking the 
bottom of the river at the bead. This 
avoids the necessity for a dam, as the 
ditch will receive the water directly 
from the river. Tbe new will connect 
with tbe old ditch at the dam, which 
will be taken down, thereby removing 
all obstruction to fish up and down 
tbe stream. In fact, such obstruction 
is already removed, as Superintendent 
Sprigga has caused a portion of the 
dam to be torn down to a sufficient 
extent to allow free passage for the 
finny inhabitants.of the stream. 


With the new ditch the volume of 


water for irrigation will be nearly 
doubled. Some of the land on tbe 
west side of tbe river is tbe best on the 
reservation, but has remained unculti- 
vated because there was no water on 
that side for irrigation. This 
diffi- 


culty will be removed by tbe construc- 
tion^ a flume across the river from 
tbe east to the west side, thereby 
dividing the water proportionately as 
it is needed on each side of the stream. 
Uncle Sam has been liberal in bis out- 
liy for the benefit of tbe Piute branch 
of his aboriginal family, who, with tbe 
late improvements at their reservation, 
ought to b« able to live pomfortably 
without exceeding the limit of Indian 
industry. 


Mr. Sears speaks in high terms of 


Superintendent Spriggs and his man- 
agement of the affairs of the reserva- 
tion.

Balloons are manufactured of gold 


heater's skin, which, though small toy 
ones had been made of it, could not be 
produced in sufficient quantities for the 
Inrge balloons tintil Colonel Templer in- 
vented and perfected the process, •which 
ia briefly as follows: 


The gold beater's skin is made np of 


quantities of a certain thin animal 
membrane (!W,000 of these are required 
for a balloon of 10,000 cubic feet ca- 
pacity), which is fivst freed from all 
fatty substances and then soaked in a 
eolation of glycerin and water. They 
are then applied to boards cat in thro 
form and to the size of the gore of the 
balloon : ,'nuirod. Others are then super- 
posed, until a thickness of fonr layers 
has been reached, great care being taken 
that no air babbles remain between the 
skins. After this fourth layer a method 
of strengthening ia resorted to in the 
shape of n net manufactured of skin. 
After this net two or three more layers 
of membranes are applied. 


The whole ia then allowed to dry, and 


a solution of boiled linseed oil is used as 
a varnish. The fabric is then quite in- 
dissoluble, and the membranes cannot 
by any possible menus bo separated from 
one another, but sometimes, to render 
this homogeneity the more perfect, a so- 
lution of bichromate of potash ia sponged 
over the fabric.—Pall Mall Magazine.

Blankets of Bark. 


In Ecuador, one of the South Ameri- 


can republics, the bark of a tree which 
grows on the elopes of the Andes is 
utilized for the making of blankets. 
The blanket is over six feet long and 
over,five feet wide and ia as soft and 
pliable as though it were made of flan- 
nel. It is about the thickness of a good 
flannel blanket and can be rolled np and 
put in a strap without hurting or injur- 
ing it. 


This tree or bark blanket is merely a 


strip of bark cut from a section of the 
trunk of the blanket or demajagnatree. 
The Indians make a cutting around the 
trunk to get it, and they prepare it by 
soaking it in water until it is soft. It 
is then pounded so that the rough out- 
side can be stripped off and the inside 
alone left. The inside is of fine fibers so 
joined together by nature that it makes 
a beautiful blanket, warm enough to 
be used as a cover and soft enough for 
a mattress.

\Vater hemlock is a deadly plant com- 


mon in most country neighborhoods. 
Its roots are eaten often in spring bv 
mistake for some edible root, and death 
frequently results. Cattle are often poi- 
soned by drinking water in marshes 
where it grows. 


The poison hemlock from which the 


Greeks made poisons is a near relative 
to the water hemlock. It stands from 
two to seven feet high and has clusters 
of small white flowers and large, pars- 
leylike leaves. The stalk, being hollow, 
is often made into whistles by country 
boys, and many children are poisoned in 
this fashion.

Salt For Small Change. 


Besides the Maria Theresa 1780 dollars 


the people of Abyssinia for small change 
use a bar of hard crystallized salt, about 
10 inches long and %% inches broad and 
thick, slightly-tapering toward the end, 
five of which go to the dollar at the 
capital.
